From the moment of the announce- 
ment of the resignation of Mr. Taft 
until the nomination of Mr. Hughes 
was sent to the senate, the belief had 
been fairly general in both official and 
supreme court circles that Associate 
Justice Harlan Fiske Stone would be 
elevated to the highest judicial post 
in the country. 

By speedily filling the post, the 
chief exeeutive cut short speculation 
as to Mr. Taft’s probable successor. 
Hughes and Stone already were be- 
ing mentioned prominently, as well as 
Former President Coolidge and Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho. ; 

Appointment of Mr. Hughes as chief 
justice will create another vacancy 
in the federal service. His son, 
Charles Evans Hughes, Jr.. will re- 
sign as solicitor general of the United 
States, since this official argues the 
more important cases for the govern- 
ment before the supreme court.

his explanations to the duke of Almo- 
dovar and thus evaded necessity of 
2 gg an affair of honor with pis- 
tols. 

Five years ago in the first days of 
his dictatorship General Primo De 
Rivera made particularly violent state- 
ments in criticism of ministers of the 
cabinet preceding his. One of those 
assailed was the duke of Almodovar, 
former minister of interior, who was 
termed a “weak and inept man.” 

The duke sent Primo a letter de- 
manding explanations or reparations 
by arms on the field of honor. Gen- 
eral Primo De Rivera replied that 
while he was in power he would not 
undertake anything of this sort but 
would leave the solution until such a 
time as he had abandoned his post. 

‘Twenty-four hours had not elapsed 
after Primo’s fall from power before 
the duke sent his ‘seconds, Captain 
General Aznar and Jose Pedregal y 
Sanchez Calvo, another former m 
ister, to demand satisfaction. 

General Primo De Rivera téld. the 
seconds he was sending a letter to 
the duke recalling his gallantry and 
that he was always a gentleman, and 
making his explanations for the ob- 
es —

THE CRISIS FOR HOOVER. 

It is well understood in Washing- 
ton political circles and in the press 
of the country that the “Hoover 
test” has not yet arrived. Every 
new president has, sooner or later, 
to settle the relations to subsist be- 
tween himself and the congress. He 
must decide whether to be presi- 
dent in his own right as the people 
elected hifM to be, or to be a rub- 
ber stamp for the party leaders in 
the national legislature. 

Thus far President Hoover has 
refrained from both positive leader- 
ship and self-assertion. He has al- 
lowed the party managers in con- 
gress to run over his offerings to 
them in the public behalf and en- 
deavor to set up policies contrary 
to his known desires. With no 
pewer to coerce them, he has si- 
- lently and quietly let them have 

their heads. What he will do about 
their actions when he is eventually 
called to pass upon them can only 
be curiously conjectured. 

Doubtless the showdown will be. 
due when and if the pending tariff

A Canadian savant, Dr. Samuel 
Mercer, of the University of Toronto, 
is on his way to Abyssinia with spe- 
cial photographic apparatus te make 
copies of certain -old . Coptic manu- 
scripts in the possession of Ethiopian 
monasteries. These manuscripts con- 
tain the major part of the Old Testa- 
ment. They are being photographed be- 
cause Bible critics have since long 
believed that the Coptic manuscripts 
are from an earlier date than the rare 
Hebrew manuscripts that are to be 
found here and there in Europe. Aft- 
erwards Dr. Mercer is to eo-operate 
with the famous Professor Loegren, of 
the University of Upsala, in the trans- 
lation of the documents. Some con- 
cern is felt whether the Canadian 
scientist will be permitted to see the 


originals in the monasteries of Abbis 
Abbeba. If the Abyssinians in their 
homeland are anything like the Abys- 
sinian monks and priests in Jeru- 
salem there need be no apprehension 
on the subject at all. In the Holy City 
too important manuscripts are kept 
in the Coptic monastery on the roof 
of the Holy Sepulchre church. On a 
visit to Jerusalem monastery last year 
I was permitted to inspect the most 
precious. of them, which show the 
paintaking work and the devotion of 
the copyists of Abbis Abbeba.

Just sinuses 
would be perfectly clear. 1 suspect 
the doctors like to roll that word ac- 
eessory off the tongue when referring 
to a sinus for the good old reason— 
to bemuse the patient so he wont 
ask too many questions. You see, the 
doctors don’t know very much about 
the sinuses yet. Doctors are slipshod 
and careless in speaking of “infected” 
sinuses, too. By that they mean sinu- 
sitis, of course, for inflammation of 
one of these dir-spaces or cavities in 
the bone is inconceivable without in- 
fection, the invasion of the. lining 
membrane by germs.

There are thousands of young men in America who have finished — 


high school and now feel bitter and discouraged because they are too 


poor to attend college, 
They think they won't 


have a fair chance—that a college course 


would effect some mysterious change in them and insure success. 
The truth is, a man who can’t succeed without a college education 


couldn’t succeed with one. 


It is true that most of the big Jobs are held by college men, but 
it wasn’t a college that qualified the men for the jobs. 

Colleges turn out able men because able men go to college. 

And when they have finished college they must begin somewhere 
at the bottom and learn to render some useful service the world will 


pay for. 


The poor boy who goes to college acquires a poise and a feeling 
of assurance that he might not acquire otherwise, and his college degree 
is a social asset in some environments. 

But the “cultural background” a college gives can be -acquired at 


home after the day’s work is done. 


The advantage of a college course is that it requires certain work 
to be done, whereas the boy who must educate himself frequently is 
too lazy or too indifferent to pursue his studies; but one who is deter- 
mined to learn can study at home and acquire a better education than 
the indifferent boy absorbs in college.
